POST-EVENT  HAZARD  MITIGATION  STRATEGY 


INTRODUCTION 


Illinois  is  no  stranger  to  disasters.  The  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  Program  (HMGP)  has  been 
implemented  successfully  over  and  over  again  in  Illinois  communities  with  the  expertise  and 
guidance  of  the  Illinois  Emergency  Management  Agency  (IEMA)  where  the  mitigation  staff 
has  become  very  familiar  with  the  application  and  approval  process. 


The  strategies  Illinois  has  adopted  become  very 
important  during  times  of  extreme  weather. 

IEMA  and  the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency  (FEMA)  worked  collaboratively  on  the 
following  strategy  to  document  the  State’s  mitigation 
goals  in  response  to  disaster  FEMA-1633-DR-IL. 

The  following  questions  will  be  addressed  in  this 
document: 

• How  does  the  State  define  and  implement 
the  most  effective  mitigation  practices  for 
Illinois? 

• How  has  the  State  broadened  their 
strategies  to  encompass  a comprehensive 
approach  to  mitigation? 

• What  types  of  previous  projects  have  seen 
the  most  success? 

• What  outreach  efforts  were  accomplished 
in  this  disaster? 

• What  changes  in  the  HMGP  are  taking 
place  and  how  will  it  affect  the  distribution 
of  money? 

• What  challenges  did  floodplain 
management  face  within  the  declared 
counties? 

This  report  will  be  used  to  assist  IEMA  and  FEMA  as 
they  implement  their  mitigation  efforts  in  the  field 
both  immediately  after  the  disaster  and  long  range. 


IEMA  was  instrumental  in 
promoting  the  Interagency 
Mitigation  Advisory’  Group 
(IMAG),  established  in  1993, 
to  foster  cooperation  between 
numerous,  vitally  important, 
State  agencies  [including  IL 
Department  of  Natural 
Resources-Office  of  Water 
Resources  (IDNR/OWR),  IL 
Department  of  Commerce 
and  Economic  Opportunity 
(DCEO)  and  IL  Historic 
Preser\>ation  Agency  ( IHPA )] 
and  nonprofits  despite  their 
diverse  goals. 

Representatives  supply  three 
necessary  components: 
funding,  technical  expertise 
and  staff  resources.  The 
mitigation  team  is  an  integral 
part  of  Illinois  ’ success  and 
has  been  at  the  forefront  of 
FEMA ’s  acquisition 
program.  The  IMAG  has 
guided  State  practices  and 
policies  through  multiple 
changes. 


BACKGROUND  OF  EVENTS 

MIDWESTERN  SUPERCELL

On  March  12,  2006,  an  unusually  long-tracked  supercell  thunderstorm  moved  across  the 
central  United  States.  It  originated  in  northeast  Oklahoma  around  midday,  tracked  across 
Kansas  and  Missouri  during  the  afternoon  and  early  evening,  across  Illinois  during  mid  to  late 
evening,  and  northern  Indiana  late  evening  into  overnight,  before  finally  dissipating  in 
southern  Michigan. 


THE  SUPERCELL  IN  ILLINOIS 

The  National  Weather  Service  in  Lincoln  issued  tornado  warnings  for  24  counties,  severe 
thunderstorm  warnings  for  27  counties,  and  65  severe  weather  statements  during  the  course  of 
the  event.  Some  of  these  occurred  during  thunderstorms  which  developed  during  the 
afternoon,  but  the  vast  majority  occurred  from  about  7 PM  Sunday  to  6 AM  Monday. 

Through  the  morning  of  March  31,  analysis  and  storm  surveys  have  indicated  at  least  9 
tornadoes  across  the  Lincoln  county  warning  area  (see  area  highlighted  in  the  "Local  Severe 
Weather  Reports"  map  above).  Several  of  these  have  attained  F2  intensity  on  the  Fujita 
Scale.  One  of  the  tornadoes,  which  was  the  first  one  to  affect  Springfield,  had  a track  of 
approximately  66  miles. 

The  supercell  caused  significant  damage  across  several  Central  Illinois  counties.  Although 
Sangamon  County  received  the  most  damage,  Greene,  Logan,  Morgan,  Randolph  and  Scott 
counties  also  received  damage.  A significant  portion  of  the  storm  damage  was  caused  by 
straight-line  winds  as  opposed  to  tornados,  though  tornados  also  caused  much  damage, 
especially  in  the  City  of  Springfield. 

The  Springfield  tornados  were  well  documented.  Between  8:25  and  8:30  PM  on  March  12, 
2006,  the  city  of  Springfield,  IL,  was  affected  by  a pair  of  F2-strength  tornadoes.  The  first  of 
these  tornadoes  was  about  a half  mile  north  of  the  path  of  the  1957  F4  tornado  (which  killed  2 
people,  injured  50,  and  caused  $1  million  in  damage). 

This  tornado  was  on  the  ground  for  about  60  miles  before  it  moved  into  Springfield. 

The  tornado  crossed  Interstate  72  near  mile  marker  92,  around  8:20  PM.  It  entered  the  city  of 
Springfield  near  Cockrell  Lane  and  Constitution  Drive,  tracking  to  the  east-northeast  around 
50  mph.  The  tornado  was  about  300  yards  wide,  and  produced  F2  damage  to  several 
businesses  from  Constitution  Drive,  through  Parkway  Pointe,  to  Veterans  Parkway  and 
Lindbergh  Blvd. 

The  tornado  widened  to  about  0.4  mile  wide  as  it  continued  to  track  east-northeast  south  of 
Wabash  Avenue,  between  Veterans  Parkway  and  Chatham  Road.  The  tornado  widened 
further,  to  just  over  1/2  mile  wide  from  Westchester  Blvd  to  the  village  of  Jerome.  The 
damage  was  rated  as  F2  along  Wabash  Avenue,  between  Chatham  Road  and  MacArthur  Blvd. 

The  tornado  then  weakened  slightly,  producing  FI  damage,  as  it  turned  to  the  northeast, 
nearly  parallel  with  the  Norfolk  & Southern  Railroad  tracks.  The  damage  path  remained 
nearly  1/2  mile  wide.  The  width  of  the  tornado  decreased  to  about  1/4  mile  wide  as  it 
strengthened  again,  and  turned  to  the  north-northeast  near  lies  Park  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Oak

and  Myrtle  Streets,  between  6th  and  9th  Streets.  The  damage  was  rated  as  F2  in  these 
locations,  with  roofs  blown  off  of  homes  and  businesses,  and  garages  severely  damaged.  This 
tornado  dissipated  just  north  of  9th  Street  and  South  Grand  Avenue. 

This  first  tornado  was  on  the  ground  in  the  city  of  Springfield  for  nearly  5.5  miles,  for 
approximately  6 minutes  between  8:20  and  8:26  PM.  The  estimated  wind  speed  with  this  F2 
tornado  in  the  city  was  around  120  mph. 

First  Springfield  Tornado 


A second  tornado  developed  as  the  first  tornado  was  dissipating,  around  8:25  PM.  This 
tornado  touched  down  about  1/4  mile  north  of  the  Bunn  Park  golf  course,  and  tracked  to  the 
northeast.  The  strongest  damage  was  bounded  by  15th  Street,  Cornell  Avenue,  South  Grand 
Avenue,  and  Pope  Avenue.  Several  homes  had  roofs  tom  off,  with  extensive  damage  to 
power  poles  and  lines,  along  with  numerous  downed  trees. 

The  tornado  continued  to  track  northeast  across  Old  Rochester  Road,  Singer  Avenue,  and 
Cook  Street  from  White  City  Blvd.  to  a block  east  of  Dirksen  Parkway.  The  torando  crossed 
1-55  at  the  Clear  Lake  Avenue  interchange,  and  overturned  a semi  truck.  This  tornado 
dissipated  near  Old  Route  36,  about  3/4  mile  southwest  of  the  Village  of  Clear  Lake. 

This  second  tornado  was  on  the  ground  for  nearly  4 miles,  for  approximately  5 minutes 
between  8:25  and  8:30  PM.  The  estimated  wind  speeds  with  this  tornado  were  also  around 
120  mph. 

Second  Springfield  Tornado 


IEMA  coordinated  the  State’s  emergency  response  and  staffed  every  significantly  impacted 
area  to  work  hand-in-hand  with  local  officials.  IDOT  trucks,  end-loaders  and  other  heavy 
equipment  were  used  to  help  clear  and  remove  debris,  close  roads  where  necessary  and  assist 
with  barricades.  IDOT  lent  generators  to  communities  to  maintain  water  supplies  and  provide 
other  emergency  power,  as  the  storm  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  electrical  grid.  Nearly 
the  entire  city  of  Springfield  was  without  power  after  the  storm. 

IDOC  staff,  inmates  and  IDOT  staff  helped  local  officials  with  cleanup  efforts.  State  Police 
provided  extra  security  to  supplement  local  law  enforcement  and  coordinated  traffic  to  keep 
drivers  safe.  The  State  also  worked  with  the  American  Red  Cross  to  make  sure  that  the 
residents  of  the  affected  counties  received  food,  shelter  and  other  basic  services. 

Despite  the  damage  it  caused,  the  supercell  only  resulted  in  minor  injuries  in  Illinois. 
However,  the  storm  did  cause  damage  to  several  state  government  facilities,  forcing  some 
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state  agencies  to  activate  continuity  of  operations  plans  and  operate  from  temporary  facilities. 
Governor  Rod  R.  Blagojevich  issued  a Gubernatorial  Proclamation  on  March  13  for  6 
counties  in  Illinois.  (Attachment  E) 

On  March  13  the  State  requested  a joint  Preliminary  Damage  Assessment  (PDA).  Over  the 
next  several  days,  joint  Federal/State  teams  surveyed  the  impacted  counties  for  damages  to 
individuals,  businesses  and  local  governments. 

On  March  1 7,  the  Governor  requested  Federal  assistance  including  the  Individual  Assistance 
(IA)  Program  and  HMGP  from  FEMA  for  four  core  counties  along  with  eight  contiguous 
counties. 

On  March  28  President  George  W.  Bush  declared  five  counties  and  made  available  Federal 
assistance.  (Attachment  F)  Greene,  Logan,  Morgan,  Sangamon  and  Scott  were  designated 
for  the  Public  Assistance  (PA)  program.  Sangamon  was  designated  for  the  Individual 
Assistance  (IA)  program.  The  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  (HMGP)  program  was  designated  for 
use  statewide.  March  11-13  is  the  established  incident  period.  On  April  6,  Greene  and 
Morgan  counties  were  given  the  LA  designation.  On  April  13,  Randolph  County  was  declared 
for  PA.  (Attachment  G)  A Joint  Field  Office  (JFO)  opened  at  925  E Ridgely  in  Springfield 
and  the  tele-registration  number  was  publicized  to  allow  Illinois  citizens  to  apply  for  Federal 
assistance.

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IV.  NFIP  PROMOTION  AND  OUTREACH 


Long-term  mitigation  can  best  be  achieved  at  the  local  level  through  comprehensive  local 
floodplain  management  regulations  and  enforcement.  Local  communities  are  informed  about 
and  assisted  in  meeting  their  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  (NFIP)  regulatory 
responsibilities  to  ensure  that  through  disaster  recovery  they  can  reduce  future  flood  risk.  The 
Illinois  Department  of  Natural  Resources  (IDNR)  staff  and  FEMA  staff  will  continually 
provide  technical  assistance  on  floodplain  management  issues,  as  they  arise,  however, 
minimal,  to  no,  damage  was  found  located  within  the  Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas  (SFHA)  in 
this  disaster.

Plan. 


This  memorandum  provides  policy  and  guidance  regarding  44  C.F.R.  § 201.6(a)(3),  which 
states: 

Regional  Directors  may  grant  an  exception  to  the  plan  requirement  in  extraordinary 
circumstances,  such  as  a small  and  impoverished  community,  when  justification  is 
provided.  In  these  cases,  a plan  will  he  completed  within  12  months  of  the  award  of  the 
project  grant.  If  a plan  is  not  provided  within  this  timeframe,  the  project  grant  will  he 
terminated,  and  any  costs  incurred  after  notice  of  grant  termination  will  not  he 
reimbursed  by  FEMA. 

This  section  of  the  regulations  should  be  used  judiciously  to  provide  HMGP  project  grant 
assistance  in  certain  circumstances  where  the  State  supports  the  project  as  being  consistent 
with  the  priorities  and  strategy  identified  in  the  approved  State  Mitigation  Plan  as  well  as 
being  an  essential  component  of  the  community’s  recovery.  Each  request  for  this 
exception  must  be  evaluated  on  its  own  merits;  and  expectations  for  plan  development  and 
completion,  as  well  as  implications  for  grant  funding,  must  be  made  clear  to  both  the 
grantee  and  sub-grantee.  It  is  intended  that  this  policy  be  re-evaluated  within  five  years. 

Definitions 

(1)  Completed  plan:  A completed  plan  is  one  that  has  been  adopted  by  the  jurisdiction’s 
governing  body  and  has  been  approved  by  FEMA.

(2)  Extraordinary  Circumstances:  An  “extraordinary  circumstance”  exists  when  a 
determination  is  made  by  the  State  and  the  FJBMA  Regional  Director  that  a jurisdiction 
either: 

(a)  meets  the  criteria  to  be  considered  a small  and  impoverished  community; 

(b)  has  been  determined  to  have  had  insufficient  capacity  prior  to  (he  current  disaster; 

(c)  may  have  been  considered  to  be  at  low  risk  from  hazards;  or 

(d)  experienced  significant  disruption  from  the  declared  incident  which  impacts  their 
ability  to  complete  the  planning  process  prior  to  aw  ard  of  a project  grant. 

Each  of  these  circumstances  is  defined  below: 


(a)  A jurisdiction  meets  the  criteria  for  a small  and  impoverished  community  if  it  meets  ail 
of  the  following  criteria: 


• Must  be  a community  of  3,000  or  fewer  individuals  that  is  identified  by  the  state  as 
a rural  community,  and  is  not  a remote  area  within  the  corporate  boundaries  of  a 
larger  city; 

• Must  be  economically  disadvantaged,  with  residents  having  an  average  per  capita 
annual  income  not  exceeding  80  percent  of  the  national  per  capita  income,  based  on 
best  available  data.  (The  Department  of  Commerce.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis 
(BE A)  website  stales  that  the  per  capita  personal  income  for  the  United  States  in 
2003  w'as  S3 1 ,61 9.)  More  up  to  date  information  may  be  used.  Please  see  the  BE  A 
website  at:  h 1 tp :// www  bea.doc.uov; 

• Must  have  a local  unemployment  rate  that  exceeds  by  one  percentage  point  or  more 
the  most  recently  reported,  average  yearly  national  unemployment  rate.  (According 
to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (USBL),  the  current  average  unemployment 
rate  for  2004  is  6.0  percent.  More  up  to  date  information  may  he  used.  Please  see 
the  USBL  website  located  at:  http://stats.bls.gov/;  and. 

• Must  meet  any  other  factors  as  determined  by  the  Statc/lndian  Tribe  in  which  the 
community  is  located. 

(b)  A jurisdiction  can  be  determined  to  have  had  insufficient  capacity  prior  to  the  current 
disaster  if: 

« A State  has  determined  that,  within  the  area  authorized  for  I IMGP  assistance,  there 
exists  an  applicant  (e  g.,  community  or  communities  or  Indian  tribal  government) 
that  has  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  local  mitigation  planning  requirement  due  to  a 
lack  of  available  funding,  staffing,  or  other  expertise  necessary  lor  that  applicant  to 
engage  in  the  planning  process  as  described  at  44  C.F.R.  Part  201,  and  in  FEMA 
planning  guidance.  In  these  instances  the  Slate  must  identify  in  writing  to  the 
Regional  Director  the  specific  insufficient  capacities  that  diminished  the  ability  of 
the  applicant  to  satisfy  the  local  mitigation  planning  requirements. 
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• For  each  identified  insufficient  capacity,  the  State  must  explain  why  each 

deficiency  is  no  longer  an  impediment  to  satisfying  the  local  planning  requirement, 
and  identify  the  specific  actions  or  circumstances  that  have  eliminated  the 
deficiency. 

(c)  A jurisdiction  may  have  been  considered  to  be  at  low  risk  from  hazards  due  to  low 
frequency  of  occurrence,  or  minimal  damages  from  previous  occurrences  due  to  sparse 
development  or  low  intensity  of  events,  and  does  not  have  an  approved  mitigation  plan. 
Over  time,  however,  changing  population  patterns,  increased  growth  in  hazard  areas,  or 
other  environmental  factors  may  have  been  increased  the  jurisdiction's  vulnerability  to 
hazards. 

(d)  The  State  has  determined  that,  within  the  area  authorized  for  HMGP  assistance,  there 
exists  an  applicant  (e.g..  community  or  communities  or  Indian  tribal  government)  that  has 
been  unable  to  satisfy  the  local  mitigation  planning  requirement  due  to  the  significant 
magnitude  of  the  declared  incident.  Specifically,  these  impacts  have  disrupted  the 
jurisdiction’s  ability  to  complete  the  planning  process. 

Considerations  for  Granting  the  Exception 

A Regional  Director  may  grant  an  extraordinary  circumstance  exception  for  any 
jurisdiction  that  meets  the  definitions  of  (2)  (a),  (b),  (c),  or  (d).  In  determining  whether  to 
grant  the  exception,  the  Regional  Director  should  take  into  consideration  factors  including 
whether  a State  has  prioritized  (heir  authorized  IIMGP  project  assistance  for  use  in  those 
communities  with  an  approved  Local  Mitigation  Flan  consistent  with  44  C.F.R.  Sections 
201.6  and  206.434(b),  whether  there  are  additional  project  funds  available  for  award  to  a 
jurisdiction  that  does  not  have  an  approved  Local  Mitigation  Plan,  and  whether  a State  has 
placed  higher  priority  for  grant  funding  on  communities  with  higher  risks. 

In  all  cases,  the  State  and  community  shall  acknowledge  in  writing  that  a plan  will  be 
completed  within  1 2 months  of  the  award  of  the  project  grant.  If  a plan  is  not  completed 
within  this  timeframe,  the  project  grant  will  be  terminated,  and  any  costs  incurred  after 
notice  of  grant  termination  will  not  be  reimbursed  by  FEMA.  The  State  must  provide,  to 
the  Regional  Director,  a work  plan  for  completing  the  Local  Mitigation  Flan,  including 
milestones  and  a timetable,  to  ensure  that  the  jurisdiction  will  complete  the  plan  in  the 
required  time.  This  requirement  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  IIMGP  grant  award  (both 
the  planning  grant  and  project  grant  agreements,  if  a planning  grant  is  also  awarded). 

Timeframes:  This  exception  requires  that  a subgrantee  must  have  a complete  plan  within 
1 2 months  from  the  project  urant  award.  This  means  that  the  plan  must  be  adopted  by  the 
subgrantec,  and  have  received  FHMA’s  approval.  1 lowcver,  a subgranlee  will  likely  have 
more  than  1 2 months  from  the  date  of  the  disaster  declaration  to  complete  the  plan.  For 
example,  a grantee  may  have  up  to  1 2 months  from  the  day  of  the  disaster  declaration  to 
submit  a project  application,  per  44  C.F.R.  § 206.436.  Additionally,  FEMA  lias  12  months 
to  approve  project  applications.  Generally,  FEMA  Reuions  must  obligate  a project  urant 
with i n 24  months  from  the  date  of  the  disaster  declaration.

Dear  Chairman  Barnett: 

As  a consequence  of  the  tornadoes  that  resulted  in  the  President’s  declaration  of  a 
Federal  Disaster,  FEMA-1633  on  March  28,  2006,  your  jurisdiction  is  eligible  to  submit  a 
notice  of  intent  to  participate  in  the  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  Program  (HMGP).  The  HMGP 
is  administered  by  the  Illinois  Emergency  Management  Agency  (IEMA)  and  funded  by  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA).  The  amount  of  the  HMGP  funds 
allocated  to  the  State  is  7.5%  of  the  total  amount  of  FEMA  disaster  assistance  for  this  event. 

A FEMA  approved  all-hazards  mitigation  plan  is  a prerequisite  for  any  FEMA 
mitigation  project  funds.  For  the  sake  of  efficiency,  IEMA  is  encouraging  plans  to  be 
developed  on  a countywide  basis  with  local  jurisdictions  participating  in  the  County’s 
planning  process.  By  participating  and  adopting  the  approved  plan,  the  municipalities  will  be 
eligible  for  mitigation  project  funds.  There  are  limited  funds  available  for  mitigation 
planning.  To  keep  the  process  moving  it  is  necessary  for  a jurisdiction  interested  in  the 
planning  funds  to  submit  a notice  of  intent  by  May  5,  2006.  A municipality  can  develop  a 
mitigation  plan  independently  of  the  County,  but  because  of  limited  planning  funds,  it  is 
unlikely  for  a municipality  to  receive  funding. 

Hazard  mitigation  is  defined  as  any  sustained  action  taken  to  reduce  or  eliminate  long- 
term risk  to  life  and  property  from  a hazard  event.  Ideally  the  projects  would  be  identified  by 
the  mitigation  planning  process,  but  since  FEMA  requires  all  applications  to  be  submitted 
within  one  year  of  the  disaster  declaration,  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  begin  the  process  now. 

For  consideration  you  must  submit  the  attached  notice  of  intent  for  each  potential  project  by 
May  30,  2006.  Projects  might  change  as  the  application  is  developed.  Potential  projects  to 
consider  are  constructing  tornado  saferooms  or  public  shelters,  or  flood  mitigation  projects, 
such  as  acquiring  floodprone  properties  or  inlet  control  valves  in  catch  basins  to  reduce 
basement  flooding. 

The  HMGP  is  a competitive  program  and  there  is  no  guarantee  of  funding.  All 
projects  must  meet  Federal  eligibility  requirements,  including  cost-effectiveness  and 
environmental  soundness.  Participation  by  homeowners  must  be  on  a voluntary  basis.  All 
HMGP  projects  must  be  sponsored  by  the  local  jurisdiction.  In  order  to  be  considered  for 
HMGP  funds,  your  jurisdiction  must  be  in  good  standing  with  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program  (NFIP)  (i.e.,  a participating  community  without  a violation).  If  your  jurisdiction
